02.01 Verify that the |licensee has inplenented the posting
requirenments of 10 CFR 21.6 by sel ecting at | east one | ocation for
I nspecti on.

02. 02 Verify that thelicensee has inplenentedtherequirenents
of 10 CFR 21.31 regarding specifying in appropriate procurenent
docunents the applicability of 10 CFR Part 21 by sel ecting at | east
five procurenent docunents for exam nation

02. 03 Verify that the |licensee has effectively inplenented the
requirenments of 10 CFR 21.21(a) regarding evaluating identified
devi ati ons by:

a. Determning that the licensee has established procedures
and/or controls to evaluate identified deviations.

b. Determning the effectiveness of the |icensee's established
procedures and/ or controls to evaluate identified devi ati ons
by sel ecting at | east three records of an eval uat ed devi ati on
that did not result in the identification of a defect or
failure to conply and verifying that:
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(1) The itemwas identified for evaluation consistent with
establ i shed procedures or by other neans.

(2) The information and data used i n the eval uati on appear to
be factual and conpl ete.
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(3) The finding of the evaluation that a substantial safety
hazard or failure to conply does not exist is a |logical
concl usi on of the eval uation.

(4) Determning that the licensee's controls and/or proce-
dures identify aspecificdirector or responsi ble officer
to notify of identified defects or failures to conply.

02. 04 Verify that thelicensee has inplenentedtherequirenents
of 10 CFR 21.21 regarding directors or responsible officers
notifying NRC of identified defects or failures to conply rel ated
to significant safety hazards by:

a. Determning that the licensee's controls or procedures
accurately reflect the provisions of 10 CFR 21. 21 regardi ng
timefranes for reporting identified defects or failures to

conmpl y.

b. Selecting (if available) at | east two records of instances in
whichtheidentifieddirector or responsi bleofficer notified
t he Comm ssion of a defect or failure to conply and det erm n-
ing that the notification conplies with the provisions of 10
CFR 21.21 regarding timeframes for reporting identified
defects or failures to conply.

c. Selecting (if available) at | east two records of instances in
which the identified director or responsible officer was
notified of a defect or failure to conply but chose not to
notify the Comm ssion and verifying that this was an accept -
abl e acti on.

02. 05 Verify that thelicensee has inplenentedtherequirenents
of 10 CFR 21. 51 regar di ng nai nt enance of records by determ ni ng t hat
the |icensee has appropriate controls and/ or procedures to assure
proper nai ntenance of records.

General Guidance. Revisions to 10 CFR Part 21 and 10 CFR 50. 55(e)
publ i shed i n t he Federal Reqgi ster (56FR36081) on July 31, 1991, and
effective COctober 29, 1991, eli m nated unnecessary duplication of
reporting by holders of construction permts for nuclear power
reactors by shifting the focus for reporting identified defects or
failures toconply to 10 CFR50.55(e). Accordingly, thisinspection
procedure is not intended to be applied to hol ders of construction
permts for nuclear power reactors. However, upon receipt of an
operating license, the licensee's 10 CFR Part 21 programwoul d be
subject to the inspection guidance contained in this inspection
procedur e.
